For the Ride Home 

Scripture: 

•For this command that I enjoin on you today 
is not too mysterious and remote for you. No, 
it is something very near to you, already in 
your mouths and in your hearts; you have only 
to carry it out. (Deuteronomy 30:11, 14) 

•I am afflicted and in pain; let your saving 
help, O God, protect me. (Psalm 69:30) 
•Through him to reconcile all things for him, 
making peace by the blood of his cross 
through him, whether those on earth or those 
in heaven. (Colossians 1:20) 

•But a Samaritan traveler who came upon him 
was moved with compassion at the sight. He 
approached the victim, poured oil and wine 
over his wounds and bandaged them. (Luke 
10:33-34) 

Reflection: 

•Does the Good Samaritan save the man 
attacked by robbers, or does the man attacked 
by robbers save the Good Samaritan? 


•Describe the law that is in your heart. 
•Consider how Jesus saves you by “the blood 
of the cross” and how you save others and 
others save you through “the blood of the 
cross.” 

•Who are we called to save? How is it 
possible? 

He says: It is a joy, bliss, an endless delight to 
me that ever I suffered for you. And this is the 
bliss of Christ’s deeds, and this is what he 
means when he says: We are his bliss, we are 
his reward, we are his honor, and we are his 
crown. For he still has that same thirst and 
longing which he had upon the Cross, which 
desire, longing and thirst, as I see it, were in 
him from without beginning... 
For as truly as there is in God a quality of pity 
and compassion, so truly is there in God a 
quality of thirst and longing and the power of 
longing; and the power of this longing in 
Christ enables us to respond to this longing 
and without this no soul comes to heaven. 
And this quality of longing and thirst comes 
from God's everlasting goodness, and this is 
the characteristic of spiritual thirst, which will 
persist in him so long as we are in need, and 
will draw us up into his bliss. 1

OLBH Parish Library 

Update 

From Mary in the Library 

Combining the books which were 
already in the OLBH Library with 
some contributions from the former 
St. Martin High School library has 
resulted in a richness of resources. 

One type of reference books which 
people frequently use are Bible 
commentaries, and now we have a 
three to choose from when we are 
looking for clarification of Biblical 
passages. Lectors, educators, those 
praying with scripture, and 
participants in RENEW groups will 
all find that commentaries add depth 
and insight to their study. 

The three commentaries at OLBH 
have similarities. Editors of all three 
have consulted experts who have 
written general articles or detailed 
notes on each passage in the Bible. 
All three resources are organized with 
essays corresponding to the various 
books contained in both the New and 
Old Testaments. Each source begins 
the descriptions of the various 
sections of the Bible with information 
on the authorship, a summary of the 
main ideas, the time and place of that 
book, and a clarification of the 
literary form. 

The three books are different, too. 
The Catholic Commentary on Holy 
Scripture bases its study on the 
Douay Version of the Bible and is the 
most detailed of these three resources. 
The Collegeville Bible Commentary 
has utilized Benedictine scholars who 
are priests or nuns, which adds 
unique perspectives. The Jerome 
Biblical Commentary contains 
additional essays on other topics, 
such as Biblical geography or 
archaeology, a history of Israel 
including its religious institutions, 
and aspects of thought of the era 
unique to the Old or New Testament 
time periods. 

We are designating these 
commentaries as “reference.” This 
means they will always be available 


for parishioners because users won’t 
be checking them out. Although 
these books need to stay on the 
premises, pages can be photocopied. 
Most people will find satisfaction in 
spending some time in the library 
using all three books to get varied 
opinions about Biblical passages.
